THE ADAMS EXPRESY ROBBERY

Interesting Particulars—Arrest of
Four of the Thieves—Recovery of
Over $250,000, Ete.

Prom the New Fork FPorr, (ast evening,

Three men were arrested lase night, nt Norwalk,
Oona., on susp.c on of baving been concerncd in
the rubbery ol the Adame Express Compuny-—

/ amounting, it s repoited to half a million dol-

lars— that took place on Saturday night last, on
the cars, between ihis elty and Conaectiont,
Twooot them are supposed to be the robbers, and
the other is accnused of baving carried away the
stolen funds, which are thought to have been
convoyed to his house, not far from Norwalk, by
the robners,

The discovery of the facts which led to the
arrests was made in this manner, according to
informuation we have received, Yestoriay morn.
ing 4 man namead Tristham, lving at Fiax Hill
near Norwalk, eame to the Norwalk Hailroad
Station, draggmme n hand-sled, on which there
was'a heavy bundle. Tristham wished to go to
New York with thas bundle. The baggage-master
proposed 1o check it for him, and o convey it
with the other baggage; but the man declined
and eamied the bundle, which was wrapped with
piper, into the oar, and kept it with him during
e jonruey.

He was snepected at Norwalk, but it appenrs
the delectives knowmng him, snd understinding
that he ha Moot beenjuway fiom Norwalk, did no
feel them: elves nuthorized to procure his arrest
or did rot have time to do so; and he was
allowed to come to New York. Word was im
mediately sont to the expresé company on the
arrival of the ftriin here; buotin the nterval
Tnstham had gone, and berore he was ready to
return home be had disposed of his bundle

Tonere was no evidence aginst him, bot his
arrest was declded on; and when he went out of
the cars at Norwalk Inst evening he was taken
into custody by the Copnecticnt local authori-
ties, to whom intelMigence of g movements had
becn rorwarded,

Trietham was kept in Norwalk, while two con.
stables. named Buariram and Finney, went to
seareh his house ot Flax Hill, In this houge the
constables were surprised to find two men,
besides Trietham’s family. The men were
strangers, and gave no sstisfhotory account of
themselves; 9o the conetables arrested them und
took them to Norwalk, where they were left
under guard at the Norwalk Hotel,

Some fiects In regard to these men soon came
to light. Frank Bixbee, the keoper of an oyster
saloen in Norwnlk, Identitled thewm as two per-
eons who bafl come into his place at about 1
o'clock on Sundas worning, Both were very
bungry and ate oysters very voraciously. They
did not, however, come together, One of them
having eaten his ovsters went away, and wus
gone about ten minutes when the other ap-
pearad, Newe ol the robbery, which was com-
mitted a few hours previous fo this time, had
mot reached the house ol Bixbee, and the visits
ol the strangers excited no particular attention,

It appenred, on further investigation, that the
men eame irom Stamford, Connectiout, on the
night when they made thelr appesrance in Nor-
WalK.

At Blamford the men eéndeavored to hire s
borse and wagon of Mr. Thomas Brown. They
wanted no dinner, and he refused to nccommo-
date thern unless they would leave with him the
1ull value of his property.

The'men declined to do this, and they walked
to Norwalk,

A nﬁ to the statements of a livery stable
keeper at thut place, one of the men came to
him late in the evening, and asked for s horse
and wagon to convey him to Btamfiord—a dis-
tance of sbout t miles. The bargain had
been made, when the other entered the stable,
and stated his intention to go to Stamiord also,
The men did not appear to know ench other; but
became acqualoted and agreed to go together
The stable keeper proposed to furnish a driver
for them, but ope of the men said tusr would
not be convenlent; some ladies were to occupy

laces in the waron, and there would be no room
or a drivar, Finally, the livery man agreed to
let the two have their way on payment of $10,
and on promising that the horse should be re
tarned to him enrly in the morning, The men
fultilled thewr bargain,

They ure now at the
custody,

These curions facts have induced the persons
who are acquaivted with them to belleve that o
clue to the robbery has certuinly been oblained,
and that in all probability the two men, who are
described as well dressed and intelhigent, are the
Yo ues, This is the theory : Coscob is the place
where it i believed the robbers loft the train g
that §4, about three miles from Stamlord : ana
the robbers could, it is urged, have walked that
distance with the stolen property, From Stam-
tord, properly the theory is, the money, &e.,
was taken to Flax Hill

1t is quite possible that all these eircamstances
will be explained : or if they are not, that this
method was taken by the thieves or confederutes
to direot attentioa while the men who have the
money effect their escaoe,

The money, notes, bonds, ete., carried away
by the robbers, belinged prlncl{ﬂly. we hear,
10 bankers and business men ot New York, Phi-
landelphia, Baltimore, Washington, and 1o their
corr ndents and agents. The largest propor-
tion of the tunds were in currency notes, and
many of these notes, it will be interesting to the
public to learn, had just been issued by the Trea-
sury Department. and did not contsin the signa-
tures of the officers of the hanks, in one or two
of the New England States, to which the notes
were to be rent,

The amounts which were in the sufes of the
Adsms Express Company and one other com-
pavy, on the night of the robbery, are unoffi-
cially stated to have been nearly ss follows:—

The two men who were o Tristham's house
are now proved to have been connected with the
robbery.

Bome burglars' tools, 4 gold wailch that was In
one of the sales, vud other property, of whut
amount is not reported, was found in thelr pos-
sesslon.

Later=All the Gold Recovered,
Sinoe the above has been put in type, we leamn
that four of the thieves have been srrested, and
the sum of $268,000, including all of the bullion,
has been recovered.

experienced officers, has been arrested atNorwalk,
Conr,, as belng a pnncipal in the express rob-
bery, He is o brotber of Mrs, Barmore, in whose
house, in Division street, the mouey was found.
On reaching Nerwalk, after the robbery, Gus
Tristham employed his cousin, — Tristham, 1w
tuke charge of o bag of money, and see It palely
deposited in the house of his (Gue') sister, No,
106 Divielon street. gHor this service Trutanm
received twenty-five dollars, and on returning to
Norwalk was areested,  He wis then indueed to
make o conlession, and twld who had emnlu{ml
him to bring the money 1o New York, and what
remuneration be recelved 1or doing so. Thomas
Claxle, nlso well known to the police, was likes
wise arrested in Norwalk, and all the parties nre
In priron ewalting sn exsminstion,

Rince the robbery occurred, Captain Jourdan,
of the Sixth Precinet, and Detectives Tlder and
Woolridge have been making an investigation
whicl may result in further arrests and the re-
covery ol more of the nissine money.

ARREST OF TWO OF THE SUITOSED BOBRERS IN
KORWALK, OONX,
From the New Haven Journal, Janvary 10

Yesterday afternoon Assistant SBuperintondent
Spooner, of Bridgeport, accompanied by S, B.
Henrdsley, Esq.,, und Suerifl Baroum, of the
sume place, procveded to Norwalk and wrrested
two men on suspicion of bemg enguged in the
robbery of the express sates on the Baturduy
night train, and found on exwmination, after the
arrest, that they had got the right fellows, The
munner in which the arrest came about is as
follows:—0On Saturday evening three men called
ut the hotel in Stamterd wnd registered thaiwr
names, two of them as Lockwood and the other
as Clark, Their actions towards esch other ut
tirst, ao far as observed, were those ol strapgers,
ind no one supposed thet they were sequaing-
ances, ‘They had been there but a short time
when one of thom desired to hire a conveyince
to go to Norwalk, but he did not wish to have a
driver accompany bim, saying that he wus
going to 1ake gome ludies, and there would not

e room. Being a stranger, the liveryman

wonld not let the tellow have the coaveyance
unless he sent a driver with i, uotwimsmndml;
he was offered ten dollars for it.  After the fall-
ure to hire a conveyance the fellows were then
geen for the first time to hold a conversution
with each other., They remalned ull night at
Stamford, nnd the next morning took the train
and went to Norwalk, While at Ssamford their
mecence and appesance were such s to excite
tne remark from citizens that they “wouldu’t
wonder 11 these fellows were the ones that
robbed the express.” Omn wriving in Norwalk
toey hired o conveysnce and went upon the hill
buck of the village to an old shoemaker's, named
Tristham, who s an unecle of Clark’s. Here they
stopped over night, eand returaed to the
village the mnext day (Monduy), On Mon-
day morning the old man Tristham
cime down with a baondle which ap-
peared to be pretey heavy, snd which he
refused to have checked, and was also serapo-
lougly curelnl to keep in his hands all the while
on his wuy to New York, where he twok it, In
Norwatk aleo the sppearance of the three fellows
was suon us to excelte suspiclon, Their presence
! Norwalk und the suspicions connected with
them coming to the cars of Superintendent
Bpooner yesterday, be went over, with the three
gentlemen named above, and reconnoitred a
bitle, and then had the two fellows mrrested as
etated. Clark, in the meantime, bhad absented
himsell nnd escaped arrest. He was formerly a
substitute broker, and n nephew of Tristham,
who hud heretorore been supposed w be o per-
fectly upright man, On the persons ol the two
men were found a wold watch, some money, sand
n lew other articles which were in the sates at
the tine they were robbed, so that their iaentl-
fication s complete,

The two men who were arrested have the ap-

jearance of being Englishmen., They were put
nthe lockup at Norwalk, and will be brought
over to Bridgeport this morning and pat ia
jail for safe keeping. The old man Tristham
went with Mr. Spooner yesterday afternoon to
New York, to show him what he had done with
the bundle, and to Ipform lhim with whom he
left it, #o that there i a fair probability that
some tressure will be recovered, and it also
scems most probable that Clark will soon be
secured, The bundle which Tristham took to
New York, from its apparent weight, s sup-
poicd to have contained some of the gold,

No farther information concerning this re
markable affair has resched us, but we hope in
o few days to be able to lay before our readers
some particnlars ns to how the robbery was
eflected, and where the robbers entared and left
the train, with other items of interest,

COMMITTEE OF CONSTITUTION,

Reveral minor speakers occopied the House
uiter recess until the Committee on Constitution
reported, Mr, Billings read the Constitution,
and by a vote of the House it was deoreed that
ench section be taken serdialim, This occupied
the House the whole evening, and the session
was protracted until 8 o'clook,

Though there was much hairsplitting on sove-
ral gections, very few substantial changes were
made in the one produced by the Committee.
On the whole it was a simple form, and became
an unlefn.hzed body much better than the forms
of regular constitutional governments, It an-
nitlled the term Preeident, and decreed that the
Fenlan Brotherhood should be governed by a
Hend Centre, and that five men should be ap-
winted us Central Council ko aidjhim in his deli-

rations and in the discharge ol his duties.
That the Fenian Congress nsseinbly ol delegates
hold an annual scssion, to commence on the
Fourth of July in each yeur. That the Congress
slone have the power of impeaching and trying
the Head Centre.

Wise provisions were also made regarding
finnucial matters, so that no single individoal
could have sole control of the tunds, The new
conétitution tended as much wus possible !?
restore the Brotherhood to its original simpli-
city of action and organization, At the finish.
ing of the reading of the new constitution it was
proposed and seconded that John O'Mahony be
appointed Head Centre for the yoar 1866, He
was unanimously elected. The whole House
roso and oalled for three cheers for their old,
tried, und proved Head Centre. All the members
reronded in the most enthusinstie manner,

We subjoin the remarks made by the Commit.
tee on Finapce, which they appended to thewr
report:—

In conclugion, vour committee bog leave to
say that, after o careful and thorougn examipe-
ticn of the books and vouchers of the Secretury
of the Treasury, they have found them in every
respect correct, and systematically and admira-
bly kept. The charge ol extravagance made
against the President snd Secretary of the Trea-
sury 1% #0 silly and unfounded, In the estimation
of your committee. that 1t scarcely desorves to
be mentioned in this report.  I'he vnly amounts
not satisiaetorily explained und accounted for
are #5600 paid to Genernl Sweeney, and somoe
few speelal appropristions ol smaill amounts
made by the Sanate.

THE GERMANTOWN MURDER.
Confession’' of the Criminal,

PLUNDER HIS SOLE MOTIVE.

He Obtalns Only Fifiy-five Dollars,

We bhave heretofore announced In our local
columns that Chiel Franklin, with three of the
detective officers, were out at Germanlown
daring the greater part of Sunday examining
Into the Watts murder case thoroughly, and
securing such information as might lead to the
conviction of the eriminal, One man, arrested
on Saturday, was discharged after he accounted
sutisfuctorily for Bie whereabouts during the
morning,

Late on Saturday mght, however, the officers
took Into custody Christopher Berger, who re-
ides on 8chool lane, above Main street. The
facts implicating this man were not staled, but
the oflicers were of opinion that sofficient had
been discovered to implicate him in the deed,
He was held for a hearing.

There can no longer be any advantage to the
cause of justice in our snppressing the facts of
whioh we have had possession for several days,
but which have been published by two of our
cotem poraries, that Berger, the man arrested on
suspicion of being the murderer of Miss Watts,
huas at least partlly confessed to the crime.
Money was his sole object, snd he says
he obtained about fifty-five dollars. His idle,
suspicions habuts, together with having been
geen in the neighborhood about the time of the
murder, and his displaying coins immediately
aiter the erime had been committed, led to his
grrest, He left his home early that morning,
und returned in a couple of hours, appa
rently ag unconcerned as thongh nothing had
happened.

He wae o man of forbidding countenance,
much disgliked by his acquaintances, thoneh very
respectably connected by marriage, He had
not been at work for some time and had oo
money, Thus the bloody deed had scarcely
been commitied before the heavy hand of the
law is npon him,

Since his arrest matters have been developed
which will undoubtedly lead to his conviction,
It more testimony were wanting, his own contes,
slon would add the required evidence. This
conlession, however, is only partial, and he does
not absolutely admit that he murdered the
womsan, Hesaye that he went to the house,
that money was L aim, snd that he met Miss
Watt in the lower rooms. Beyond that he does
not go. He says that he was crazed, that he
was not sane, and knows nothing more. If he
kilied the unfortunate woman it was a murder
committed without knowledge or premeditation.

The murderer’s weapon was A keen-cdwed
razor. It wns found clotted with blood and
rusted with] gore a mile and & half from the
scene of the tragedy, The policemen found it
in working up the case. It has been identinied
a¢ the property of the prisoner's fatherinlaw.

To show the coolnesd with which the deed was
commitied, it 1s only necessary to state that the
razor was, when found, encased in a paper box,
such as are uguslly ueed for that purpose. The
murderer, after cutting Miss Watts' throat, put
the razor into the box, and placed it into his
pocket. This accounts tor no bloed being lound
upon his clothing,

The weapon and the inside of the box were
well stained with blood, and a very small quan.
tity, probably two or three drops, was found on
the. prisoner’s boots, This was the only stain
about his person. He confessed having thrown
the razor away on Fisher's lane, near York
roud, where it was found by one of the ofticers,
The razor belonged (o his father, and was takea
from the house oif the latter about three days
previous to the hormble tragedy. It was missed
Irom its usual place on the mantelpiece, although
nothing unnsual wes thought of the matter at
the time, the prisoner having been in the habit
of shaving himself at the house of his father-in"
law. When he was married hie father-in-law
presented him $500.

His wite worked at tailoring and made from
four to five dollars per week. She wuas an eco-
nomical and saving woman, but Berger spent
the money in some way or other, only known to
himsell, A few days previous to the murder, he
was very hard pushed for money. His grooer
with whom he had been dealing threatened to
stop eredit untfl & bill of twenty-three dollars
was pald, and the nurse sttending to his wife,
who was just recovering from her confinement,
was clamoring for herjpay, which had roached
nine dollars, and threatened to leave if it was
not forthcoming &t once,

Berger became desperate and left the house

about half-past 6 o'clock on the morning of the
munrder, stating to his wife that he wus “‘going
into town" to collect tifty dollurs, which he had
loaned a party. It was then that he left the
house and committed the orime. After having
obtsined the money he first stopped at the
grooer’s, puld bim his bill, and upon coming
home at half-pust 8 o’clock settled with the
nuree,
Immediately after the murder beoame known,
information was lodged with the police that
Berger had been seen loitering on the corner of
the street, in the vicinity of Miss Watts’ house,
and this fuct led to his arrest. [t was also asoer-
tained that he had been lurking 1o the nolgh-
borhood every morning for two weeks past,
showing that he had the design of taking life,
but never could muster suflicient courage until
the morning in guestion.

It was then that he wdtched untll he saw
Betsey Lippincott, the old 1ady who staid during
the night with Miss Watts, leave for her daily
ocoupation. After sbe bad gone he rushed to

tie house and committed the deod. The only
roason that oan be given for him wking the Wfe
of his victim was on sccount of her belng ae-
quainted with him.

If he had commitiad robbery alone ghe would
have appeared as witness agninst him in case of
arrest, and belleving that he could eseape en-

irely by the commission of the double orime, he
coolly cat the old lady’s throat, after having drat
felled her to the floor by n blow slmost sufficient
to have réndered the job complete without the
use of the weapon,

On the day following the arrest of Barger, the
dotective officers visited his house, wishing to
make a thorough search for any evidence that
might implicate him in the afuir, His poor wife
wis in bed at the time, and hearing the ofcers
in an adjolning room, came rushing in and most
earnestly prayed for tho release of her husband,
whom she stated she knew to be innocent,

Bhe had been made acquainied with the arrest
of her husband by the nurse. In regard to the
money she told the officers the same story e
had been communicated ro her by her husband,
and protested that it was true,

The officers periormed their unpleasant duty
of searching the premises, and sueceeded in find-
ing one of Berger's boots, upon which was the
blood. Berger during this tirne was gecared In
the Germantown Station Housge. Since his con-
fegion he hos been endeavoring lo acl insane.
He goes throngh all kinds of queer antics, and
iz quiet, and has but little to say,

He is “a man ot dissipated habits, and
questionable morality. By trade he 18 o worsted
picker, and has worked in the mille near the vil®
lage. For the credit of the good nams of Ger.
mantown be it said that he was not born in that
borough, or been long a resident of 1t, He camae
there in July last from Port Richmond. He
married a davghter of & citizen of Frankford, an
officer of the Reading Railrond and a gentleman
of undoubted standing and respectability. Ber-
ger was out of employment for months befors
the murder. He was offered work, but refused.
His fatherindaw procured him an appointment
at the welgh<scales of the Reading Rallroad, at
Port Richwond, ut & highly compensative salary.
The position was declined, Berger stated that
the mills where he had last worked wonld soon
be running, and be would resume his regolar
occupation. He was improvident, und the money
giveu him by his father-in-law was wasted: The
desire for money wis the undoubted eause of the
visit to the house of Migs Watts and the conse-
quent murder,

Hie# wife has one ohild, two weeks old. With
tears in her eyes she carried the hittle one to her
futher, and for her muke beg, him to give the
c¢hild @ home. She is almost heart-broken at the
terrivle termination ot her brief married life,
and gits in sorrow by a hewrlth desolated [
heavier eurse than the entrance of death within
her own home. Berger is a German, ol middle
age, and has always appeared sane. He will pro-
bably be arranigned for trinl before the termina-
tion of the present court session-—an term that
hus had more homielde and murder cases to con-
sider than any term in Philadelphia for yeurs,

AlBoLp ATTEMPT AT BURGLARY—AS an
evidence of the fact (hat the rascals are growi
bolder daily, we chironicle the latest attempt
burglary, The restaurabt of Andrvew J, Beverns,
in Cartér strest, is m one of the most prominént
positions in the citv., The proprietor leit the
Fisce between ten and eleven o'clock. Hetween
hat time nnd daylight, some industrious indivi-
dual ent a hole In o back shutter large enough to
sdimit 8 hand and srm.  The work was evidently
done with a knife, as there are no cuttings that
could possibly be made by boring. The work was
well done, but the theory is that he was disturbed
by the watch-dog, and either failed to gpring the
bolt or wak (rightened away, Thie is mpported
by the faet that the burglar left his clear stump
upoan the window-sill, and a number of wires
bent evidently for the purpose of turning the
bolts of locks ingide, There are marks of blood
on the shutter, which indicate that the robber
received personal injuries in his eflort to gain an
entrance, Even if he had effected an entrance
hia errand would be that of a fool, as Mr. Bev-
erne i3 not in the habat of leaving any money in
the till, He would perhaps have wotten a drink
and some cigars, but nothing more. As a speci-
men of cool tmpudence, thie Is inlmitable,
